Drawing from information submitted to the Illinois 
Community College Board by the state's public community colleges, 
this report offers fall 1986 data on the personal and academic 
characteristics of part-time faculty. Tables are presented and 
analyzed, comparing part-time faculty to full-time faculty in terms 
of gender, racial/ethnicorigin> age^ highestdegree earned, general 
primary teaching area, and specific primarj ' teaching area* Additional 
tables are appended, providing data on full- and part-time faculty by 
community college district; racial/ethnic origin of part-time faculty 
by sex and community college district; age of part-time faculty by 
community college district; and part-time faculty's highest degree 
earned by sex and community college district. Highlighted findings 
include the- following: (11 nearly 69% of the fall 1986 teaching staff 
of the state' s community colleges = were employed on a part-time basis; 
(2) the male/female distribution of part-time-faculty was more 
balanced than that of full-time faculty , though males were 
over represented in both groups; (3) whites comprised 89.5% of the 
part-time faculty, compared to 87.6% of the full-time faculty; (*) 
part-time faculty tended to be younger than full-time faculty; and 
(5) non-credit, remedial, general studies, adult basic and secondary, 
and vocational skills programs were heavily staffed by part-time 
faculty.

REPORT : Each year the ICCB collects data on the. characteristics x>f fqii- and 
part-time faculty and other^ fuii^time. stat r employed by Illinois^ community 
colleges during the fail term. For the last three years summary reports have 
been produced from these data. This year's report focuses on part-time 
faculty with part-time being defined by each college. While most colleges 
have been able to provide information on full-time faculty* data on part-time 
faculty have been more difficult to obtain. Thus, very_ little is known about 
this large ahd Jj^ortant component of community college teachers . Although 
the data on characteristics are not as complete as is desirable, this report 
will provide insights on such variables as age, sex, racial/ethnic origin, 
highest degree earned and primary teaching area of part-time faculty for 
fiscal year 1987 fall term. 

Table 1 provides a summary of the percentage of faculty who are teaching on a 
part-time basis as reported by each college on the Faculty/Staff (PI) report. 
Appendix Table 1A presents detailed data by district. Part-time data for two 
colleges were taken from the ICCB Fall Salary Survey since these colleges did 
not submit Pi data on part-time^ 68.4 percent btJthe faculty 

were part^tiSeu Some , district^ a greater extent 

than others with the part-time percentages ranging front 35.8 percent to a high 
of 87.9 percent. Part-time faculty comprised over 75 percent of the total 
faculty in nine districts and at least half of the faculty in 34 of the 39 
districts.

Figure 1 presents a summary of full-time/part-time faculty by sex. Overall, 
there were more male faculty (55.7 percent) than female faculty (44.3 
percent). While this was the case for both full and part-time, the 
distribution by sex for part-time was much more in balance than for full-time 
i5i;6 percent male, for part-time compared to 63.8 percent male for 
full-time). ThL distribution it part-time was influenced by such program 
areas as adult basic and adult secondary education that have a high proportion 
of part-time faculty. A high percetttage of these faculty were female bringing 
the distribution between males and females into greater balance.

SUMMARY OF FULL-TIME/PART-TIME FACULTY BY SEX 
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Table 2 presents the distribution of full-time/part-time faculty by racial/ 
ethnic origin. Nearly 20 percent of the racial /ethnic data were missing for 
part-timelaculty. _ Due to this relatively high percentage of missing data* 
percentages in each category were calculated based oh known data. 
Representation Was lower for Asians, American Indians , and Blacks among 
part-time than full-time faculty^.. The percentages of ^part-time _f aci^ty who 
were white or Hispanic was higher than among full-time. Whites comprised 
89.5 percent of the part-time compared to 87 .6 percent of the full-time 
faculty. Overall, non-white minority representation was lower among part-time 
faculty than among full-time. For comparative purposes 9 if the colleges with 
large, amounts of missing part-time d&ta are excluded from both full-time and 
part-time counts minority representation is lower yet among part-time 
faculty. (See Appendix table 2A, for detailed data by district.)

A summary comparison of the. age of La It- time and part-time faculty is 
presented in Sable 3j_ In ^merat, _part- 1 ime iaculty were younger than their 
full-time counterparts. = Searir half (47^2 percent) if_ the part-time faculty 
were under the age of forty compared With less than one-fourthL t22. i percent) 
of the full-time facility. An exception to the general trend of younger 
part-time faculty can be seen in the over 65 years of age category. Nearly 
seven (6.7) percent of the part-time faculty were over 65 compared with only 
2.3 percent of those teaching full-time. (See Appendix Table 3A for details 
by district. )

Data on tiie highest degree earned are presented in summary form in Table 4. 
Many colleges were unable to provide complete data on highest degrees earned 
bypart-time faculty, this should be taken into consideration in interpreting 
the _ percentages Whicfc^ total of known degrees. In 

general, the part-time faculty's educational credentials were not as high as 
those of the ful^-time factd.ty. -Hearty M percent of the full-time faculty 
had earned at least a Master's degree cohered with only 54.5 perc^it of the 

part-time faculty. Doctoral degrees - were held by 11.6 _pereeht of the 

full-time faculty compared with 4^7- percent of the part-time faculty, (See 
Appendix Table 4A, for details by district.)

A summary of faculty: teaching in each broad program area is presented in 
Tables. Approximately 98 percent of the full-time faculty Were_ teaching in 
the baccalaureate transfer and occupational areas. _ The_ distribution of 
part-time faculty was broader with 34.6 percent in baccalaureate transfer. 29 
percent, in occupational , 3J. percent in non-credit* 3.9 percent in remedial, 
16.6 percent in general studies v 5.9 percent in vocational skills, 4.2 percent 
in adult basic education, and 2.2 percent in adult secondary education. As is 
apparent from the distribution of full-time faculty, some program areas were 
heavily staffed by part-time instructors. Between 90 arid 100 percent of those 
teaching non-credit , general studies, vocational skills t adult basic and adult 
secondary courses were employed on a part-time basis, ftemsdi^i education also 
relied heavily on part-time instructors (87.6 percent). In the two program 
areas employing the largest number of faculty, over 50 percent were 
part-time. In the baccalaureate transfer area 53.6 percent were part-time and 
in the occupational area 59.2 percent were teaching part-time.

Faculty assignments in -specific course or. dlicip?ine_ areas, are shom^ in 
Table 6 . The specific areas go across the broad FuS program areas discussed 
previously. For example, in agricuittire fI instructors z _may_ be_ teaching 
baccalaureate transfer, occupational, vocational -skills - rz or general studies 
courses* Tn the majority of the specific course or discipline areas, more 
than half of the instructors were teaching on a part-time basis. Exceptions 
to this included agriculture (34.6 percent), architecture (33.3 percent),

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health- -U6._5 percent) .English (4S;6^ percent) l, life sciences (35. i percent), 
multi-disciplinary studies UaJI percent) ; physical science (3i.4 percent) , 
and- social science (46.7- percent). In some discipline areas more than 
three-fourths of the instructors were teaching part-time. These areas 
included business (75 .6 percent) , home economics (76.2 percent), 
liberal /general education (97.5 percent), library science (100.0 percent), 
personal development (91.5 percent), and protective services (80.5 percent). 



S ummary 

This report of fiscal year 1987 faculty characteristics is based on data 
submitted to the ICCB by the Illinois public community colleges through the 
annual, faculty and staff (PI) data submissions. Although problems with 
missing data for some characteristics and the lack of part-time faculty data 
for two colleges did not enable the report to describe the entire population 
of part-time faculty members in community colleges, the large amount of 
available data did ensure that the results were representative of the 
population. 

Nearly 69 percent of those teaching in Illinois community colleges in the fall 
of 1986 were employed on a part-time basis. Although there were more male 
than female full- and part-time instructprs 3 the male/female distribution for 
part-time was more balanced than that of full-time /acuity. 

Examination joI the rac ia!7 ethnic origin^ of part-time faculty revealed that 
minority representation was. somewhat less. among part-time faculty than it was 
among -full-time faculty with whites comprising 89.5 percent of part-time 
compared with 87.6 percent for full-time instructors. Hispanic representation 
was slightly higher among part-time faculty. 

Overall,, part-time faculty tended to be younger than their full-time 
counterparts. However, there was a higher percentage of individuals over the 
age of sixty-five teaching on a part-time basis. 



Analys is of the educat ional qua lif icat ions if faculty _ based on the _ highest 
degree earned revealed the educational credentials were somewhat lower for 
part-time than for full-time faculty with a higher percentage of part-time 
faculty having less than a Master's degree. However, data were available for 
only a little over one-half of the part-time instructors. 

Six of the eight general program areas were heavily staffed by part-time 
instructors- -non-credit , remedial, general studies, vocational skills, adult 
bas ic and adult secondary . _ Since the colleges, reported the primary teaching 
area of iach. faculty- jaeSber^ it _ift_ possible that full-time iMiractbrs i in the 
baccalaureate transfer or occupational areas alia taught courses in the other 
areas* In speci^ficdisci^iineareas^ several -areas, such as business, personal 
development, and protective services utilized part-time faculty extensively. 
Although the disciplines crossed general program areas such as baccalaureate 
transfer, occupational and general studies, several of the disciplines with a 
lower usage of part-time faculty were primarily in disciplines such as English 
and the life, physical, and social sciences that comprise the general 
education component of most curricula. 



In conclusion, the number of faculty teaching at community colleges bh_ a 
part-time basis is substantial in terms of headcount arid probably FTE. 
(Although: the information collected through the Faculty and Staff data does 
not permit the calculation of full-time equivalency, data from the ICCB Fall 
Salary Survey indicates there is approximately a 4 tb_3_ ratio of full-time to 
part-time FTE .5 The continuing absence of data on certain -characteristics of 
part-time faculty J.s a concern,. For example, the lack of good information on 
highest degree- earned raised- the question of whether the colleges simply lack 
an organized mechanism for collecting and retaining the information or whether 
those being hired on a part-time basis are receiving the same type of rigorous 
screening received by full-time instructors. If the colleges have hot 
established procedures to obtain information on part-time they should do so. 
If the credentials of part-time faculty are not examined as closely as those 
of full-time, the colleges should carefully select all of their teaching 
faculty.
